Imperialifts fo ftrong in Jrzly, that it can- 
not but be Mutter of Wonder tous, that 
they fhould have gone nu farther than they 
have, or at leaft that they fhould fuffer 
themfelves to be {9 weak, and be fo much 
infulced in other Places, while they ae 
fuch a, very great Force in a Part of the 
World, where we are apt to fay, there 
cannot be ‘an equal Occafion for fo mat 
Troops, the Unealinels of the Bm 
Affairs in other Places being confider’d—— 
To make this out, let us take a fhort View 
of the Forces, as they have been in Jealy, 
and as they now'are. 

What they were laff Year, may be gueft’d 
at from the following Deduétions, ahd che 
prefent Accountemum— And firft ees 
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the Heffians recall’d, which were. at leaft. 


8600 effeétive Men, they fhould have been 
‘more, had they been recruited, but fo ma- 
ny it, will be allow’d, they march’d back— 
‘Then the Palatine Troops, with fome of 
the Emperor's who were firft fent to Cata- 
lognia,were 7900 Men,and now 7¢09 more 
13000: Imperidlifts in Conjunéion with 
the'D.-of Modens, are faid to be employ’d 
in the Expedition againft the Pope in the 
Ferrdreze, and at leaft 16000 firft and laft 
have been fent to Naples after all this, if 
our Accounts are true, the Duke of Savoy 
has yet with him of Imperial Troops, over 
and above the 8c00 Pruffians, which are 
indeed Englifb Troops, a‘ they are paid by 
England, 14264 Men; if thefe are put toe 
gether, then the Emperor bad in the Field 
the laft Campaign, juft before the Siege 
of Thoulon, leaving, out the odd Numbers, 
6§000 Men, which, wich the Duke of Sa- 
voy’s Troops, viz. 12000, make 770c0 
Men, without reckoning the large Garri- 
fons of Turin, Millain, Mantua,. and all 
the Fortifications on the Frontiers from 
Suza, on the fide of Savoy to the Adige, 
which are for Number incredible. ; 

It is not very difficult for us to tnd a 
Reafon, why.the Emperor bends his Force 
fo eagerly upon /taly, tho’ at the fame time 
he leaves himfelf naked enough on the fe- 
veral other Parts of his Government—~ 
Italy is a {weet Morfel, and the like Qppor- 
tunity of obtaining it in the entire Pof- 
feffion of the Houle of Au(tria never was 
Jn the World, and it may be very probable, 
never may offer jt felf again, The Con- 
fequence of it is fuch, that the Empire 
fticks not to be expos’d to Hungarian Ra- 
vages on one fide, Swedifh Affronts on an. 
other, and French Invafions on a thirds and 
rather bears the Inconvenienceson that fide, 
than omits purfuing his Advantages over 
the /talian Princes, whom if he can entirely 
fubje@, icis fhutting fafta Back-Door, that 
has often let in Mi(chiefs fufficient to em- 


barafs the whole Empire, and might, as ~ 


Occafion offer’d, do fo again. 

I hall not determine here, whether thele 
Meafures are for the Advantage of the 
common Caufe now in hand or no; it is 
without doubt, that the fecuring daly from 


French Influence, is the particular Intereft 
of the whole. Confederacy; but as the In- 
tereft of France {eems to be entirely funk 
in Italy, methinks the Work might be done 
without fuch a great Force, fur you fee, 
Naples is reduc’d, Mantua poflefs'd, . and 
moft of Italy is kept in Awe bur what 
need w: 8 there of this new Quarre) wath the 
Pope? I know, ‘we are migney: glad 
of hearing the Catholick, Princes agre.faf'- 
ing out:with the Pope, in-hope the grevt 
Prophecies, which we fay relate to her ia 
the Scripture, fhall come to pafss bue what 
thal we fay, “if this Quarrel with the Pope 
fhall open a new Door for. the French into 
Italy; and if the French fhould have bu’ fu 
much Liberty from other Embaraffmerts, 
as to be able to fend ts or.200a@0-Men co 
the Affiftanceoftthe Pope, and fo cut off 
the Emperar’s Communication with Naples 
again, it would not be fu difficrtca Thing, 
as fome People imagine, to.muke another. 
Revolution in Naples, where if the French 
Accounts are true, the Germans have not 
behaved themfelves fo gently, but that the 
Neapolitans begin to be very weary of 


them. 


Nor is it-enough to fay, the French have 
no Forces to {pare 3 for if the Spanifh Plate 
Fleet fhould come in,’and he can bue fend 
Money tothe Pope, his Holinels may raife 
20000 Swift, perhaps fooner than any 
Prince in che World s at Jeaft this aie 
kindle a new Flame in /taly, which I cans 
not think ic is the Intereft of the Emperor fe 
tudo at this Time: Again, the: Princes of 
Italy are jralous of the GreatnelS of. the 
Emperor there, and the States of Venice. 
and.Genoa, ¢(pecially the litter have fmare- 
ed under that Grea'nefs already; all thefe 
Contiderations make me think, it cannot 
pafs for a prudent Thing in the Imperialifts. 
to fall out withthe Pope at this Time s: let 
this Work be overa little, and let France. 
be a little farthee humbled, and then have- 
at the old Father, and welcome. 

The prefent Work {tems to be puthing 
into France -—— The Defigns or the Confe- 
derates,feem to point at it on all fides; the 
Eleétér of Hannover has a Majprity on the 
Rhine; and he is on his March; the Duke 
of Savoy.is the Field, and he is pufhing ac 

its, 
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it; and all this is the Bffeét of the Battle 
of Audenard, which fome People will not bav: 
be a Vidory. Now cevcaisly had the Troops, 
which we are told are emplaoy'd in the 
Ferrareze, joyn’a the Duke of Savoy, had 
the Jealuulie of the J/ralian Princes and 
Scates been unprovok’d, that the Emperor 
being affur’d of them behind, might have 
drain’d his’Garrifons, and ftrengthned the 
Duke of Savoy with all his Forces on chat 
fide, the Superiority of the Duke of Savoy 
had been fech, that the French on that fide 
could aot have look’d him in the Face. It 
istrue, the Duke of Savoy has a greater 
Army than it wasexpedtca, confidering the 
calling back the Heffians, rhe difmiffing the 
Pulatines, and the new Troops fent to 


Spain————-But I will not ventare to fay> 

the Duke of Sevey is fuperiour to the - 
Frencb, either in Numbers or the Goodnefs 

of Troops; he has 22e¢00 Germans, aod 

1 2000 Savoyards, according to the publick 

Accounts—-The firft are withovt doube 

good Troops ; but as for the Duke of Squoy’s 

own Troops, they-are counted but-very indif- 

ferent People, and never were reckon’d to 

be of much Confequence 3 the French Troops 

on that fide are fome cf che bef in his 

Armies, and the Marefchal Vidars one of 
the greateft Generals he has; and |.caondt 

fay, that 1 am motion fome Pain tor Things 

on that fideo——— J -fhall fay more here 

after.

N the laft Mifcellamed, 1 began aa 
] Abridgment of the State of the Church 
Affairs in S:otland, in order to come to the 
great Queftion about Perfecution there, 
which is now brought on the S:age again in 
that Part of the World——I told you, how 
after the Revolution in 1689, Epifcopacy 
being depos’d, Presbytery eitablifh’d, and 
ali the Minifters, who were Epifcopal, began 
to be turn’d out, the Government both in 
Church and State being reftor’d, the Peoe 
ple there did not proceed to Extremities, 
in the entirely depoiing all that would noc 
conform, but by Aé& of Parliament fettled 
the Oath of Allegiance to be the only Quae 
lification of a Minifter.as to Governmenr. 

This effe€tually put a Scop to the Pre. 


tence of Pertecution, and made this Con- 


fequence be moft natural, viz. That none 
but Facobites could be Diffenters, tince none 
could be put our, ‘tho’ they were Epif{copal, 
if they would take the Oaths—— And this 
being in the Year 1695, I may defy al) -se 
World to fhow mea Man, among ail the 
Epifcopal Minifters in Scotland, that was de~ 


pos’d for being Epifcopal, but that if he 


would qualifie himfelf by taking the Oaths, 
he continued: to enjoy his Pulpit, and his 
Stipend, and does fa, if he living, to this 
Hour. 


We ccme now to the Diffmters, who 
were fuch for this Article of refufing the 
Qach , I think, I in 20 wife {candalize them 
in giving them the vulgar Appellation of 
Facobites s for tho’ it be a Kind of Nick. 
Name on our Part, the thing it felf on their 
Part js their profe(s’d Principle, their-Gto- 
Ty; they are far from denying the Thing, 
but they think it their Duty, and adhere 
to it as fuch on all Occafions, pofitively ree 
fuling to {wear tu the prefent Government, 
or abjure the laft. 
_ Nor can J help doing this Juftice to thefe 
People, viz. that to me they feem much 
wonefter Mcn, Icfs to be blam’d, and bet: 
ter to be thought of, who making it Mats 
ter of Confcience openly profefs and own 
themfelves Facobites, aod a@ as {uch fairly, 
If I may be allow'd to call it fo, telling you 
what they are, and what youare to expe& 
from.them, than that wicked, curfed and 
abominable Race of Men among us, cail’d 
High Flyers, who pretending to own the 
Government, {wear to the Queen, abjure 
Kiog Fames, and (wallow all the Telts or 
Oaths you can put to them, and at the 
fame time betray you to che [nterett of 
the other Party, aét in all Cafes againit the 
Government they {wear to, encourage 

Facobitisw, 
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dala and to their utmoft expofe, af- 
cont and infule the Government ; thefe, as. 
I have at large ‘frequently faid, are the 
worft Sort of Traytors, private Enemies 
that lie in wait for the Ruin of their Coun- 
try, and under the Mask of Zeal for the 
Government, betray it to its worft Ene- 
mies. But this by the Way. 

There being a Party in Scotliud, who 
after the faid Aét of Parliament it Sco 
hand refas’d even the fingle Qualification 
of (wearing Allegiance to the Govein- 
ment; thefé forting together b.came a 
Body, and by their Praétice obtain’d aud 
were diftinguifh’d by the Name, not of 
Diffenters, not of Epifcopa? Minifters—but 
of the Facobite Clergy-———Nor can 1 chink 
them injur’d in the Appellation, nor do I 
find they reckon themfelves injur’d in it— 
and ‘therefore I fhall not think, I mal- 
treat thems in diftinguifhing them by that
